Election/Res frictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-10,13, drawn to a method of screening for a PrRP receptor 
agonist, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

II. Claims 1,14,15, drawn to a method comprising administering a PrRP 
receptor agonist, classified in class 512, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 1 ,1 1,12, drawn to a method comprising identifying a compound 
that promotes interaction of PrRP receptor with an AMPA receptor 
associated protein, classified in class 435, subclass 7.8. 

IV. Claims 16-27,31 , drawn to a method of screening for a PrRP receptor 
antagonist, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

V. Claims 16,28,29,30, drawn to a method comprising identifying a 
compound that reduces interaction of PrRP receptor with an AMPA 
receptor associated protein, classified in class 435, subclass 7.8. 

VI. Claims 16,32,33, drawn to a method comprising administering a PrRP 
receptor antagonist, classified in class 512, subclass 2. 

Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of 
Inventions" in M.P.E.P. §806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different 
methods, restriction is deemed to be proper because these methods appear to 
constitute patentably distinct inventions for the following reasons: Groups l-VI are 
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directed to methods that recite structurally and functionally distinct elements, are not 
required one for the other, and/or achieve different goals. Invention I requires a method 
of screening for a PrRP receptor agonist, which is not required by any of the other 
groups. Invention II requires a method comprising administering a PrRP receptor 
agonist, which is not required by any of the other groups. Invention III requires a 
method comprising identifying a compound that promotes interaction of PrRP receptor 
with an AMPA receptor associated protein, which is not required by any of the other 
groups. Invention IV requires a method of screening for a PrRP receptor antagonist. 
Invention V requires a method comprising identifying a compound that reduces 
interaction of PrRP receptor with an AMPA receptor associated protein. Invention VI 
requires a method comprising administering a PrRP receptor antagonist. Therefore, a 
search and examination of all methods in one patent application would result in an 
undue burden, since the searches for the methods are not co-extensive, the 
classification is different, and/or the subject matter is divergent. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, separate 
search requirements, and/or recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
